Death of Senator Bridges of the Illinois 
Senate This Morning. 


Neither Side Now Has a Majority—The 
Senatorial Struggle More Com phieated 
Than Ever—An Agreement Not to Vote 
' Broken—To. Day’s Balloting—The Repub- 
licans Abstain Fro. Voting. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Dispateh. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 20.—Senator Bridges 
Democratic member of the State Senate, who suf- 
fered from a stroke of paralysis one month ago, 
and whose condition ever since has been very criti- 
cal, died at his home, near Carrollton, this morning. 
This happening. fo lowing the death of Representa- 
tive Logan three weeks ago, leaves the Illinois Leg- 
is ature once more a tie ona joint haliot. The 
House and Senate both adjourned this morning 
when the announcement of his death was made. 

Both the House and Senate took a recess until the 
hour for the Joint Assembly without transacting 
any business, as a mark of respect to the memory 
of Senator Bridges. whose death, at his home in 
Carrol/ton, at an early hour this morning. was an- 
nounced. Br .dges represented the Thirty-seventh 
District in the Senate, a strong Democratic district. 
He was born in Illinvis July F. 1884, on a farm. At 
the age of Ane went to Missouri and speat seven 
years there, returning to Illinois after spending a 
few years in Nevada, California, Mexico, South 
America and New York. Bridges served one term 
as sheriff of Greene County in 1874, and in 1878 was 
elected to the House of Representatives. In 1882 he 
was elected to the Senate by 2,300 majority, and 
was re-elected in 1884. 

Several Republicans went away before the joint 
session, and no Republicans answered “present,” 
nor did they vote. The balloting began in the 
usual manner, Haines not voting. There were 
ninety-eight votes for Morrison, one for Ward and 
one for Stephenson. This made 100 votes 
cast. It was given out that the Democratic 
Steering Committee had decided to keep the busi 
ness going until something appened. and the fun 
began on the fourth ballot. The first, second and 
third ballots were alike. On the fourth the break 
began. Brachtendorff started it by voting for J. 
J. Curran of Chicago. Considine voted for Black. 
Mahoney changed to Harrison, and Massey went to 
Palmer. In addition to thse, Stephenson and Ward 
each received one vote, and Morrison's friends 
numbered ninety-four. 

BALLOTING COMMENCED. 
An agreement was made in the Senate between 
the two sides that the joint session should be merely 
tormal after to-day, and that no test ballot be 
taken until Tuesday. It was proposed in the House 
to extend the time to Wednesday 
by the Republicans, and they wanted to include 
to-day. so as to shut off a ballot, but the Demo- 
crats would not make such an agreement, as their 
men were all presént, with the exception of 
Bridges, for the first time in ten days Finally 
they became disgusted with the scheme of the 
Republicans and said they would make no truce of 
any kind, and the balloting began. 
On the fifth call Dering gave his vote to Curran 
and Quinn changed to Lawier. Haines put in a vote 
for State Senator Tom Merritt, causing great amuse- 
ment and quite an uproar. This made the total 
vote cast one hundred and one. Mor- 
rison Low had ninety-two votes left. 
On the sixth bailot Marrison lost two more votes, 
cutting him down to 9). Cantwell did not vote. The 
scattering votes were: Ward 2. Lawler 2, Stephen- 
son, Palmer, Harrison, Black, Merrill and Repre- 
sentative John Downs of Peoria, one each.

It pulled against the rail- 
road strikers and the strikers won the day, and 
it took a hitch on the gas monopoly cause, 
which came to grief last night in the Council.

THE Devonport, England, dockyards report 
that they can have ten men-of-war ready in a 
fortnight. After twenty-four years of Repub- 
lican rule and an expenditure of four hundred 
million dollars we have not a single man-of- 
war, and could not get one ready in two years 
if we needed it. 

PUBLIC sentiment has triumphed to the ex- 
tent of intimidating the gas monopolista from 
passing the monopoly bill just on the eve of the 
municipal election. The very plain lesson of 
this incident is that whenever public sentiment 
finds expression—as it can always do through 
the columns of the Post-DisPpatcn—it can 
prevail if it will only show that it is earnest 
and determined. 

Now that the gas question is settled for the 
present session of the Municipal Assembly at 
least, we wish to impress upon the honest citi- 

zens of St. Louis the necessity of watching the 
nominations which will be made for the forth- 
coming Assembly. No one in his senses doubts 
that the rival gas interests will have their in- 
fuences at work, and that every trick and de- 
vice known to political managers will be resort- 
ed to, to foist off on the people candidates who 
pretend to represent the people, but who really 
represent one or the other of the gas interests 
in whose pay they are enlisted. The motto of 
the campaign should be to olect no man with a 
gas company collar around his neck.

THOSE who watch the scramble for positions 
under the Government at Washington may 
well wonder why the competition should be so 
great when the prizes are so small. It is looked 
on as the summit of human ambition to get an 
assistant secretaryship. Yet the pay is only 
$4,000 a year, and this involves the breaking 
up of one’s home and moving to a very expen- 
sive city. A clerkship which pays $2,400 a 
year is called “something handsome,” yet a 
clerk at $2,400 a year with a family in Wash- 
ington is not as well off either pecuniarily or 
socially, ashe would be in his own home and 
ainong his own friends.

A WARNING TO ST. LOUIS. 

The lame and impotent conclusion of the gas 
fight in the Municipal Assembly ghould arouse 
the people and have a marked effect on the ap- 
proaching city election. 

We have seon the old gas monopoly within 
an ace of fastening its extortions on our people 
for anothor twenty years beyond 1590. Its only 
antagonist entered the arena under rather 
sinister auspices, blundered on every possible 
occasion from the beginning, and was over- 
whelmingly beaten, although the rejected 
proposition plainly means 4 saving of 
millions to the people of St. Lonis, a saving 
equal to the difference between a crippled, debt- 
burdened city and a well-equipped city in 
easy, progressive circumstances. No offer of 
relief to the city or to the people seemed 
to have any weight against the entrenched 
power of the old monopoly, with its financial 
and political influence, and there was every 
prospect that its bill would have become a law 
bat for the bombshells which the Posr-DIS- 
rarcn threw into the camp, and the popular 
protests called forth by its alarming disclos- 
ures. 

As it is, the old monopoly’s remarkable bill 
was only pigeon-holed by the Council after the 
House had passed it. There was not enough 
nerve for a square vote, and the gas question is 
now simply hung up in such a shape that can- 
didates can dodge it with delusive pledges in 
the ensuing canvass. All can say that they 
will favor the best proposition made to the city 
by any responsible company; but the readiness 
recently manifested to pass the old monopoly’s 
bill shows how meaningless and how worthless 
all such pledges are. 

The lesson of the situation is that the 
gas question is reserved as a bonanza 
for corruptionists in the penaing election and 
in the next Municipal Assembly. Let voters 
look to the personal character and interest of 
the candidate as their only possible guarantee. 
If they want relief from the gas extortions and 
other burdens that weigh down the enterprise 
and progress of their city—if they want good 
government to protect their interests rather 
than a government of kites to prey upon them 
and sell them out, they must look for it in the 
personal character of the men they elect to the 
Municipal Assembly and to fill the office of 


Mayor. 


COMMENTING on the defeat of the militia ap- 
propriation, the Republican says: ‘Missouri 
does not intend to be controlled by Communists 
and Socialists.” Certainly not! The defeat 
referred to can be fairly interpreted only as a 
rebake to the uncalled-for militia demonstra- 
tion against the peaceable and law-abiding 
strikers at Sedalia. The next militia bill pro- 
posed should contain a proviso that State troops 
are not to be. like PINKERTON’s men, held sub- 
ject to the call of a railroad company or its at- 
torneys, and liable to be ordered out at mid- 
night and sent against peaceful laborers at a 
place where all the city and county officers say 
there is not the slightest symptom of riot or re- 
sistance to legal process. It will be a long time 
before the people of Missouri can be educated 
up to the point of taxing themselves to main- 
tain a militia system for any such uses. The 
domination of railroad attorneys is not a whit 
more popular than that of Communists and So- 
cialists in this State, and the Democratic ideal 
of a militia force is of one that can be called 
out only on the requisition of the proper of- 
ficers, to enforce the laws when the rosistance 
is too formidable to be overcome by the or- 
dinary police and the Sheriff's posse. All the 
popular opposition to a militia system arises 
from the frequent blunders that have been wit- 
nessed in the use of military force in various 
parts of the Union since the war. It would be 
easy to imbue our people with the great truth 
affirmed in our National Constitution, that a 
well-regulated militia is necessary to the se- 
curity of a free State.” But we must first 
show them that a well-reculated militia” is 
one operating under laws that provide ample 
safeguards against a premature and improper 
resort to military force.

Barrios 
From the New Orleans Times Democrat. 

Gen, Justo Rufino Barrios was born July 19, 1835, 
in San Lorenzo, Department of San Marcos, Guate- 
mala. His father was Don Jose Ignacio Barrios, 
and his mother Dona Maria Josefa Anijon, and he 
is of pure Spanish descent, baving no Indian blood 
in him. His father was a farmer, and young Dar- 
rios was brought up to hard work. From a primary 
school he was sent to the University of San Carlos 
in Guatemala, where he graduated in law. He ro- 
turned from the university in 1862, and began busi- 
ness as a notary public, and continued to 1867. On 
the 8d of August of that year, having secured the 


attacked the barracks and fort of San Marcos, and 
the garrison surrendered to him. This at once 
brought him to the front and fixed the attention of 
his countrymen upon him. General Cerna, the 
President of Guatemala at that time, made light of 
Barrios’ coup, but from that moment Barrios be- 
came a factor in the politics of Guatemala. 

During the past five years President Barrios has 
constantly urged the reunion of the fragments of 
the erstwhile Central American republic, but has 
invariably declared that he would retire to private 
life as soon as the great end was accomplished. 
Again and again he has asserted that under no con- 
sideration whatever would he accept office under 
the new order of things, but would rest content 
wit’) the title of the second founder of the republic. 

Every sincere Liberal in Central America is a 
unionist. This assertion is based upon an intimate 
acquaintance with the people and their political 
sentiments, but unfortunately each ambitious chief- 
tain desires to become the first President of the re- 
united republic, thus the opposition to General Bar- 
rios is entirely personal and not political. 

Taking into consideration the warm friendship 
Genera! Barrios has always professed and extended 
toward this government and people, it will be sim- 
ply a matter of justice to defer judgment on his 
action until reliable news from Guatemala arrives. 

In any event it now looks as though he will recall 
his proclamation and war will be averted, thanks to 
the firm position assumed by Mexico. 


A Victory for Peaceable Methods. 
From the Philadelphia Timea. 

There were two features of the strike on the Gould 
lines in Missouri, Kansas and Texas, that were both 
notable and commendable. The strikers scrupu- 
lous'y refrained from any acts of violence and of 
thear own motion guarded the railway property to 
make sure that no violence was committed by 
other people for which they would be charged. 
The other notable feature of the dispute was the 
action of the State authorities. Instead of order- 
ing out the militia to suppress men who were 
neither rioting or threatening a riot, the Executive 
officers of the three States united to secure a peace- 
able adjustment of the difficulty, in which they 
were eminently successful. : 

It is a misfortune that both of these methods had 
not been adopted long ago in settling strike ques 
tions The rule has been quite to the contrary, and 
always with disastrous results both to strikers and 
the public. What the strikers began by one form 
of violence the authorities were called upon to 
suppress by another, which in such instances is 
rarely done with even ordipary tact or good judz- 
ment. The famous Pittsburg riots and similar dis- 
turbances, illustrative of the results of this method 
of dealing with the disputed wages question, are 
still fresh in the minds of thousands of people. The 
strikers violated tue law, the authorities lost their 
heads. Bloodshed and destruction of property fol- 
lowed. 


Blaine'’s Visit.

Judge Cady. 


A Novel Game Which Should Become Quite 
a Favorite With the Gamblers—Counter.- 
feit Chinese Money Captured in the Raid 
—Some Amusing Scenes. 


A long line of almond eyes peered over the railing 
of the First District Police Court this morning. The 
first row of seats in the auditorium was occupied 
by sixteen Chinamen, defendants to charges of 
gambling. Ia the next row sat the friends and 
bondsmen of the culprits, waiting for thedisposition 
of the cases. A few disinterested Mon- 


golians stood In the rear of the room 
n groups. In Chief Burke's private office another 
group was thered mouthing and gesricuiatin:s 
wildly. “They have the buige on us.“ said Chief 
Burke, after viewing the pandemonium for a few 
minutes. There is no telling what scneme thev are 
concocting now, although there is no whispering 
These are the informant- on the others Me 
keep them separate from the rest of the 
crowd for they are worse than eggs. they are so 
much alike.” Lou Johnson. a naturalized 
spheed his Chinese 
name so as to look like an American cog: 
nomen was the leader of the informers. To a Post- 
DisPatcH reporter he explained the trouble which 
is breaking up the Caoinese population of St. Louis. 
“You must understand.“ said 
he in taultless English, Tuat there 
are about six com es of Chinamen in this 
country. They came from different paris of China. 
In ali cities where there are many Chinamen

the case. I have been inthis country for about 
sixteen years, and for several years 1 lived in this 
city.
